1. Goorze Sakarellos, the MKS Renrosentative with the Cominform and the 
Political Commissar of the Politburo of KKE,/is thought to be in direct 
contact with Moscow on KKE matters. It is believed on zood authority 
thet he jis a Member of the "Rumanian Communist Party" (Bolshevik) and 


an official of the Rumanian .orkers. Party (Communist).| He is also 
a permanent KKE Representative with the Cominform in Iucharest, together 


with Eleftherios Apostolos and Apostolos Grozos, both members of the 
KKE Contral Committee. 


Sakarellos. is reported to have ade tho following stetemonts to a senior 
KKE official at the beginning of October: 


a. The "Proleturien Movement” throughout the world, led by the Soviet 
Union, is "well-advanced”.
